DUSTV BV ACTUAL COUNT. 


RclentlKt MM Numbered the Pust rar- 


tlvleH Iu tlie Very 1'urvvt Air. 


It has always been believed that there 


could be uo dust iu the air of luidoccan, 
or upon xuouutaiu peaks thousands of 
feet abovo tho sea level whore tho 
Knows are eternal. But Bcicnco has re- 
cently dcmouBtraU)d that such is not the 
case. It has even gone farther than 
finding dust iu these places. It has 
counted, with tho utmost accuracy, tho 
number of particles in a cubic centi- 
meter. 


Dust measurements were made from 


air over the open ocean and iu moun- 
tain regions at altitudes from 0,000 feet 
to more than 18.000 feet. On the Blcs- 
horn, iu Switzerland, which forms part 
of tho Alpino chain, containing tho 
Rofhhoru aud WeiKshoru, rising about 
9,000 feet above the Zermatt valley on 
.he east, and some 8,000 feet from that 
of Ziani ou tho west, tho observations 
shewed that nt an elevation of (1,700 
Teet there were 950 dust particles in a 
cubic centimeter, which measures a lit- 
Llo over one-third of an inch. At 8,400 
feet elevation only DJS dust particles 
were found, aud at 18,000 feet abovo 
the Bea thp. number diminished to 157 
per cubic centimeter. 


Over the Indian oeeau tho average 


number of dust particles in a cubic cen- 
timeter was less thau 000 for seven out 
of nine days, and ou five days was less 
than 400. During a tliiokfog in the At- 
lantic the air was found to contain 3.120 
dust particles per cubic centimeter, 
while in the clear region just beyond 
the fog there were only 280 dust parti- 
cles in the same space. 


Probably even few men of science 


would bo able to tell how these parti- 
cles could bo counted, but a wonderful 
little instrument has been devised which 
makes the task an easy one. Tlio dust 
couuter which Mr. Fridlamler employs 
contains a chamber into which air can 
bo introduced saturated with water va- 
por. 
Then it is slightly and quickly cool- 


ed. Owing to tlio fall of temperature, 
condensation of vapor takes place on the 
dust nuclei, which then fall on to a mi- 
crometer plate at the bottom of Iho 
chambcr, where they are rendered easi- 
ly visible for counting by the water lay- 
er which coats them,—Now York Jour- 
nal.

Believes that suoh a commission could be 
appointed in Michigan and cause great 
benefit 10 the state. 


Heard everyone in the east express sur- 


prise tlmt railroads in Michigan paid no 
taxes upon real estate, though they receive 
water and firo and police protection. Ue- 
li*vea that the law exempting them is un- 
constutional; that they ought to pay taxes 
is well as auy one eUe; and that if one 
per- 


son refused to [jay his taxes on that ground 
and carried his case to court, his position 
would be sustained and the railroads would 
be foroed to pay tuxes on their real estate. 
May be he'll try it. 


Believes that tho claims of the railroads 


that they cannot afford to give a 2-cent per 
mile fare id ah bosh; that if such a fare is 
giveu in lieu of passes and discriminations 
in passenger rates, the passengers would 
make more money than now. Would like 
to know if salaries of railroad attorneys em- 
ployed to fight such a condition had been 
lowered in the past two or three yearn. 


lie heard abcut tho proposed issuing in- 


terchangeable 5,000-unlt mileage books to 
commercial travelerers, but doesn't believe, 
the traveling men want them now, or that 
the people would buy from those w..o have 
them, as it is only n cuae of the railroads 
throwing a boil* to the dog to kuep him 
quiet.

ANOINTMENT AT CORONATIONS. 


A I'ccuditrity of tho ICuuiau Cercmouy 


S»ld to lit) Very Imiturtwiit. 


It is uot generally kuowu that the rite 


of coronation in the Husso-Greok ohuroh 
agrees with tho religious ceremony of 
an English coronation in one very im- 
portant particular or that this rcsoiu- 
blaweo distinguishes the coroiiutiou serv- 
ices of England and Russia from there- 
of all other countries. 


Tho identity of ceremonial coaiists in 


the use of the "holy chrism," or 
"cream," in tho anointment of tho sov- 
ereign. In tho Roman rite, at tho coro- 
nations of the old emperors of Germany 
—that is to pay, of tho holy Roman em- 
pire, to which Austria, iu a sense, has 
succeeded—not tho schism, but tho in- 
ferior oil uf the catechumens, or candi- 
dates for baptism, is employed. In tho 
eastern rile,"on tho contrary, tho chrism 
is used. 


This chrism, is understood to bestow 


1 'a clmraetor,'' to uso a theological term, 
upon the recipient—iu other words, it 
imparts certain gifts of tho Holy Ghost 
not exactly of a sacerdotal character, for 
it is not used iu the east for tho ordina- 
tion of bishops or priests, but neverthe- 
less a special gift from ou high, which 
is indefeasible iu him who receives it, 
and which, so lung as ho corresponds 
with divine grace, gives him supernat- 
ural sacramental grace to fulfil tho du- 
ties of bis high office. 


This is the meaning of tho words "tho 


seal of the gift of tho Holy Ghost" used 
at tho confirmation of a child in the 
east immediately nl'tor its baptism, aud 
the Biuiio words aro again used when 
the emperor is again anointed at his cor- 
ouatiou. It is in the case of the emperor 
alone tlmt a mini is ever anointed in the 
east moro than once iu his life. As al- 
ready stated, the chrism has never beeu 
used in tho cousccnitiou of bishops, as 
it is in tho greater part of the west 


Now it is a very interesting point to 


notice that tho only country in tho world 
besides Russia iu which at the present 
Any tho sovereign is anointed with 
chrism is England. This used also to be 
the case in Franco, but of course the 
French monarchy is now a thing of the 
past In n learned paper by Dr. Wick- 
ham Legg a note is quoted from a 
pamphlet printed in 1519 upon the man- 
ner of crowning the emperor, in which 
it is stated that, whereas the kings of 
England, Franco aud "Jerusalem aud 
Cicilie" were thus anointed, there were 
no fewer than 22 of her kingdoms at that 
time in western Europe, including Po- 
laud, of which tho sovereigns wcro uot 
auointud. The kingdom of "Jerusalem, 
aud Ciciliu" huH of course long disap- 
peared.— London Times. 


Cat Flown™ lu New York. 


There are now about 20 wholesale 


commission dealers in cut flowers iu the 
city. The first dealer in this business 
started abont 18 years ago. Before that 
retail florists who did not raiso their 
own flowers scut to the greenhouses of 
the growers for them. Now nearly all 
florists buy of the wholesale commission 
dealers iu the city. 


The flowers sold in this city are grown 


in New Jersey, and on Long Island aud 
ut some other points in this state. They 
are brought here by express packed in 
boxes constructed for the purpose. 
The 


busy part of the day in the wholesale 
flower establishments is from 8 o'clock 
in the morning, at about which time 
the flowers arrive, until ubout uoou. 


The customers of the wholesale dealer 


include not only city florists, but also 
florists in mauy places within 75 miles 
around Now York, uud flowers are often 
shipped from here to points much more 
distant.—New York Sun.

COLOR IN PLANTS. 


la th« World li Chlorophyll. 


Chlorophyll is perhaps the moot; im 


portent coloring substance iu tho world, 
for upon this substance depend the char- 
acteristic activity of plants, the eyiittio 
Bis of complex compounds from car bun 
dioxide and water process, upon which 
the existence of all living things is ulti- 
mately conditioned. Only in a very few 
unimportant forms devoid of chlorophyll 
can the synthesis of complex from «im- 
plo compounds or from the elements be 
ftccomplishocl. The function of chloro- 
phyll may only be comprehended when 
ita chief physical properties are under- 
stood. Them may be best .illustrated 
by placing n gram of chopped leaves 
of grass or geranium in a few cubic ceil 
timetcrs of strong alcohol for an hoar. 


Such a solution will be of a bright, 


clear green color, and when the vei 
containing it in held in such a manner 
that the sunlight is reflected from the 
surface of tho liquid it will appear blood 
red, due to its property of fluorescence, 
that of changing the wave length of 
the rays of light of the violet and of 
:.ho, spectrum in such a manner an to 
make them coincide with those of tho 
red end. It is by examination of light 
which has passed through a solution of 
chlorophyll, however, that the greatest 
insight into its physical properties may 
» gained. If such a ray of light is pi 
ed through a prism and spread out on n 
screen, it may be seen that there are 
several large intervals of dark bands in 
,he spectrum. The rays of light which 
would have occupied these spaces have 
been absorbed by the chlorophyll and 
converted into heat and other forms of 
inergy. This energy is directly availa- 
jlo to the protoplasm containing the 
chorophyll, aud by means of it the syn- 
hesis of complex substance may be ac- 
complished. — Popular Science Monthly.
